THE CORRESPONDENT, IRVING R2 LEVINE, TOLD THE NETWORK BY TELEPHONE 
HE HAD BEEN CHARGED WITH VIOLATING CENSORSHIP REGULATIONS. ONE 
INSTANCE CITED WAS AN INTERVIEW HE HAD WITH SEN. HUBERT HUMPHREY 
(B-HINN) ON BEC. 2. 

LEVINE SAID HE HAD TOLD THE SOVIET PRESS DEPARTMENT HE DID NOT 
BELIEVE A WISTING SENATOR SHOULD BE SUBJECT TO CENSORSHIP, BUT WAS 
INFORMED THAT A BROABCAST UNDER AUSPICES OF A CORRESPONDENT WAS 
SUBJECT TO CENSORSHIP. 

THE CORRESPONDENT SAID HE WAS TOLD THAT THE DURATION OF THE 
BROADCASTING BAN DEPENDED ON HOW HE ABIDED BY CENSORSHIP RULES IN 
TELEPHONE AND CABLE MESSAGES THAT HE SENDS IN THE FUTURE.
